Apparatus for the purification of water and other liquids or fluids having 
filtering elements constituted by a spiral metallic ribbon or plate, so that the 
spirals thereof arc superposed, these spirals having on one side interstices which 
separate them one from the other and through which the filtration is effected, 
these interstices being obtained either by the action of a corrosive acid, or by 15 
reheating or by suitable rolling. ; , :
